The basic unit in the People’s Republic of 
Bulgaria is the lev, divided into 100 stotinki. 
There are 1, 2, 5, 10 and 20 leva banknotes 
and 1, 2, 5, 10, 20 and 50 stotinki, as well 
as 1 and 2 leva coins. The import and export 
of Bulgarian money is not allowed. Leva 
obtained through exchange of foreign cur¬ 
rency may be spent only in Bulgaria. Leva 
not spent in the country may be re-exchanged 
on leaving at the border check-points of exit 
after presentation of a voucher indicating the 
origin of the money. Tourists are advised to 
keep the slips showing the exchange of 
foreign currency. Deposited sums whose ori¬ 
gin cannot be traced, may be spent only in 
Bulgaria. If the foreign visitor prefers, his . 
unspent Bulgarian money may be transferred j 
to a person in Bulgaria indicated by him. J

Foreign currency may be freely introduced 
into Bulgaria in unlimited amounts. No decla¬ 
ration is required, in the People’s Republic 
of Bulgaria foreign currency may be re¬ 
exchanged freely at the Balcantourist infor¬ 
mation and currency exchange offices at all 
bigger hotels, restaurants and bars in the 
country and at the Bulgarian National Bank. 
The foreign currency is exchanged at rates 
of exchange published by the Bulgarian Na¬ 
tional Bank. Tourists have the right to take 
back the foreign currency that has not been 
exchanged. 


Sofia, the capital of the People’s Republic

There are border check-points of entry on 
all international roads leading into Bulgaria. 

They are open day and night and formalities 
are brief.

Customs formalities in Bulgaria have been 
reduced to a minimum. Every tourist may take 
with him DUTY-FREE personal belongings, 
foodstuffs, drinks and tobacco necessary for 
his journey. Personal belongings of greater 
value such as sport boats, caravans, tents, > 
tape-recorders, transistors, cameras, shotguns, 
motor-cycle and other articles of similar or 
higher values are allowed into the country 
DUTY-FREE but they are considered as tem¬ 
porarily imported and the visitor has to take 
them out leaving the country. No articles 
may be imported for sale. When leaving Bul¬ 
garia foreign tourists may take out DUTY¬ 
FREE besides the imported articles, gifts or 
articles bought in the country for a total value 

of 50 leva. Bulgarian-made articles bought 
with officially exchanged foreign currency 
coming up to more than 50 leva can be taken 
out duty-free if they are not marketable pro¬ 
duce. Tourists may also take out foodstuffs 
necessary for the journey; as well as up 
to 1 I. spirits, up to 21. wine, up to 250 
cigarettes or 250 gr. tobacco articles. 


MEDICAL SERVICE 
AND FIRST AID 

Foreign tourists can get medical help whe*v 

necessary. In emergencies or life-endan¬ 
gering accidents foreign tourists get free of 
charge medical help up to the moment they 
are out of danger. The ambulatory examina¬ 
tion at the resort polycinics and home calls 
at the resort complexes are free of charge. 
The prescribed medicines for home treatment 
and the different manipulations must be paid 
for. In all other cases medical services are 
paid for according to established rates.
